I Lave here Lincoln’s

But I have also the two fat 
volumes of Lincoln’s

the most trivial notes, and I can 
find no evidence there of any such 
cribbing as is alleged.

6. Argue without anger and w ith­ 
out excitement. 
7. N either 
sigh 
nor 
yawn, 
nor 


■make anybody dull or heavy. 
8. In all innocent games, whatever 
one proposes let all join. 
9. Eat whatever is sweet and sav­ 
ory, but^drink with moderation, so 
th at each may find his legs upon 
leaving the room. 
10. Tell no tales 
out of school; 
whatever goes in at one car must 
go out at the other before leaving the 
room.

Transgressors of these royal regu­ 
lations were obliged, upon the testi- 
* mony of two witnesses, to drink a 
glass of cold w ater for each offense, 
“not excepting the ladies.” They a lso 
were compelled to read a page of the 
“Telfmachiade,”

thoroughly Iud 
poetic composition by Tretiukofsky, an 
unfortunate native poet of the time, 
whose literary reputation thereby be­ 
came ruined. 
Those who broke any 
three of the rules during the same 
evening were required to commit six 
lines of the “Telemachiadc” to mem­ 
ory.

W ashington.—Revised estim ates of 
this year’s crop production, 
issued 
yesterday by the departm ent of ag ri­ 
culture, showed a number of changes 
from the prelim inary estim ates of last 
month. 
Reductions were reported 
in 
the 
size of the corn, wheat and white 
potato crops, while increases were 
shown for oats and tobacco. 
The changes from the prelim inary 
estim ates, the departm ent announced, 
represented readjustm ents based upon 
later and fuller information, partic­ 
ularly prelim inary figures 
of 
the 
United States census for 1921. now 
becoming available. 
The total value of the crops was 
not announced, but unofficial calcula­ 
tions, based on December 
I 
farm 
prices as given by the departm ent of 
agriculture, place the value of this 
year’s corn crop at $1,954,991,594; the 
wheat crop at $947,820,840; cotton a t foresting "plan 
$l,o57,541,276, with cottonseed valued 
^as mel w j< 
at $191,489,920 additional; the white 
potato crop at $605,110,896, and the 
tobacco crop a t $246,897,780. 
The corn crop this year was placed 
yesterday at 2,900,581,000 bushels, as 
compared 
with 
8,013,380,000 
last 
month, a reduction 
of 
112,799/)00 
bushels. 
W heat production has been 
revised to 660,365,000 bushels, against 
697.272.000 bushels last month, a re­ 
duction of 27,907,000 bushels. 
The 
, figure for oats was increased to 1,- 
509.909.000 bushels from 1.470,385,000 
last month, an increase of 31,524,000 
bushels. 
T hat for white potatoes 
w'as reduced to 323,243,000 bushels 
from 346,503,000 bushels last month, 
a decrease of 23,260,000 bushels, and 
that for tobacco was increased to I 
349.660.000 pounds from 1.264,226,000 
pounds, an addition 
of 
85,434.000 
pounds. 
“The relative sizes of the crops of 
1925 and 1924 are not greatly changed 
I from the relation shown by prelim i­ 
nary figures previously 
published,” I 
the crop reporting board stated. “The 
I 1925 corn crop is now estim ated to be 
' about 125 per cent as large as the 
crop of 1924, the wheat crop 77 per 
I cent and the oats crop 98 per cent. 
The prelim inary estim ates published 
J at harvest time had indicated th a t tile 
I corn crop was about 124 per cent; 
wheat 80 per cent, and oats 95 per 
i cent, as much as last year.” 


Linglestown.— Manada Gap, in the 
mountains just north of here, once | 
famous as the scene of Indian raids 
and border w arfare in the early his­ 
tory of the country, again is acquiring 
fame as a result of forestry experi­ 
ments conducted there. 
F ifty years 
from now’, it is 
predicted, the 
Gap 
will have one of t he greatest 
of w’hit*; pine in this section as the re ­ 
foresting program being carried out 
by Jam es McCormick, Jr., of H arris­ 
burg, bears fruit. 
McCormick, an expert forester, has 
set out approximated^' 30,000 trees, j 
including w hite pine, fir, larch, Nor- j 
way spruce, sugar maple, w’hite birch 
and locust on 
land 
purchased some 
years ago and which had been strip- j 
ped of all its virgin tim ber and cleared 
in some places. 
A thin line pf second 
growth had sprung up but the clear- j 
ings and opcSn spaces 
were 
chosen I 
for the reforestation program. 
Not only has he carried on his re- j 
on a large scale, but J 
ith much success the e f­ 
fort to hold in check the ravages of 
the pine beetle, an insect which lays | 
eggs in the central shoot 
of 
young j 
white pines. 
This causes the stem I 
to die. 
Two or 
more 
shoots 
then I 
spring up and consequently virtually ■ 
all of the white pines, particularly th e, 
old growth at Manada Gap, are double 
or triple headed. 
These pines lose 
their economic value as they do not 
make good lumber since lumbermen 
use only the single-headed, straig h t­ 
trunked trees. 
By persistent cutting and burning 
of the dead central 
stems 
in 
the 
young trees much of the infection has 
been eliminated. 
The success wdth 
which McCormick has 
met 
in 
this 
method of fighting the pine beetle is 
said 
to 
prove 
the 
value 
of 
this 
particular m anner of combating the 
insect and it is 
believed 
will 
be 
adopted generally.
